Transportation was hindered 

and many who had spent the holi- 
day with relatives or friends were 
unable to return home until the 
storm had ceased. 
i. The main highways of ‘the state 
were kept open, but most of the 
side roads were dangerous to 
drive over. The plows in this town 
were ordered out and crews 
worked night and day but it was 
not until Sunday that all roads 
were opened. One of the two 
plows used by the Northfield 
street department broke down and 
in the emergency a new plow has 
been ordered. 

The cold spell is said to be the 
most severe for forty years and 
already as much snow has fallen 
as in the whole of last winter. A 
snow squall on Saturday evening 
last and Sunday brought more 
snow and householders were out 
once more with the shovel or else 
hugging the fires at home. 

So sudden was the arrival of 
the wintery weather that many 
were caught unprepared for sup- 
plies of food, as well as fuel. De- 
liveries were made by local deal- 
ers on Sunday to relieve the situ- 
ation. Garages did a thriving busi- 
ness with cars stalled on the roads, 
frozen radiators and mechanical 
difficulties. | 

About fourteen inches of snow 
fell during the blizzard weather, 
but drifts were three. and four 
feet high hereabouts. Unusually 
cold. weather has prevailed al- 
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though temperatures have risen -

As the new year approaches, 
the 1939 auto registration plates 
become ready for distribution and 
may no whe secured at the regis- 
try office in Greenfield. They are 
numbered from 160,000 - 170,000. 
The plates are the same as this 
year except that the background 
will be green instead of maroon. 
Numbers and letters will be in 
white as usual. There are no dec- 
orations and the bottom of the 
plate will bear in small type, 
“Mass.” on the left corner and 
“39” in the right hand corner. 


a major role. The lists of students 
in any of our important colleges 
show that many young people 
from countries the world over are 


enrolled this year. Among second- 
ary schools, the Northfield schools 
are without doubt the outstand- 
ing institutions encouraging such 
international amity. This year 
there are 1103 boys and girls, 28 
of them foreign students, regis- 
tered at Northfield Seminary and 
Mount Hermon. 

Northfield Seminary began its 
60th academic year on November 
3. On that date in 1879, the first 
25 students enrolled at the farm 
home of the founder, Dwight L. 
Moody, where they lived together, 
helped with the housework and re- 
cited’ their lessons in the family 
dining room. Two years later the 
corresponding school for boys, 
Mount Hermon, was established 
four miles from the Seminary. 
Today the alumni rolls of the two 
schools list the names of 27,608 
men and women. 

During the last five years, stud- 
ents have come to Northfield from 
every state and territorial pos- 
session of the United States as 
well as from 26 different coun- 
tries, to receive their secondary 
education preparatory to entering 
leading universities and colleges 
in this country. 

The international phase of un- 
dergraduate life in these two 
schools is reflected in the business 
and professional lives of the grad- 
uates. At the present time there 
are 463 graduates of the North- 
field schools living in 34 foreign 
countries, Among them are the 
presidents of three foreign uni- 
versities, business men represent- 
ing American banking and indus- 
try, medical missionaries, Y. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. C. A. secretaries, 
representatives of the consular 
service, and professors and in- 
structors in foreign schools. 

Three of the present foreign 
students attending the Northfield 
schools are from South India. One 
of these, Anna Kumari Paul, i 
the daughter of Mahatma Ghan- 
di’s associate, the well-known 
“Paul of India.” After one year 
at Northfield, Miss Paul will study 
for two years at Tuskegee Insti- 
tute in Alabama and two years at 
Oberlin in Ohio. The selection of 
colleges has been made in order 
to give this student a well-rounded 
experience in schools of mixed 
and single racial groups. 

Ordinarily the secondary 
schools in the United States are 
not regarded as potential sources 
for the promotion of international 
goodwill, but the Northfield 
schools have been outstanding in 
this field for six decades,

The Townsend Plan 

An intelligent and able gentle- 
man, who has yet something to 
learn about the Townsend Plan, 
spoke of it as “too much like per- 
petual motion, which has not yet 
been invented.” 

Now the only “motion” with 
which the Townsend Plan is con- 
cerned is the circulation of money 
and that is as perpetual as the 
capitalistic system and so far as 
we can see as perpetual as the life 
of our country.
